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THE NEW FORM OF TOWN REPORT. 


RECOMMENDED By THE STATE TAx CoMmMISSION. 


Through the courtesy of the Selectmen, the State Tax 
Commission has been enabled to reorganize in part the 
financial report of the Town of Derry to conform to the 
uniform system recommended for all New Hampshire towns. 
The report presents in summary form, first the financial 
standing of the town at theend of the year, and second the 
financial transactions during the year. This information 
is summarized in two statements, one of assets and liabili- 
ties called a “Balance Sheet,” (See page 12-13), the other a 
schedule of “Receipts and Payments,” (See page 20-23). 

The “Balance Sheet” 1s divided into two parts, (1) the 
“General Account” in which the cash and other assets readily 
realized upon areset over against the immediate demands 
for cash; and (2) the “Capital Account” in which the bonded 
debt is compared with the sinking funds and the permanent 
assets of the town such as the town hall property. The 
detailed information in regard to items in the Balance 
Sheet is givea in Schedule A_ to E following it, for instance 
the detail in regard tothe bonded debt is given in 
“Schedule A.” | 

In the uniform classification of Receipts and Payments, 
the receipts are classified according to the sources from 
which they come, and the payments according to the purpos- 
es for which the money is expended. The receipts are divid- 
ed into two classes: (1) Current Revenue, which includes 
the ordinary items such as taxes, amounts received from the 
State and County, licenses and rent of the town hall; (2) 
Receipts other than Current Revenue, which include the 
unusual items such as money borrowed. The payments are 
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divided so that the amounts paid for the ordinary Current 
Maintenance Expenses of the government are separated from 
the payments of interest; and from the extraordinary Outlay 
for New Construction and Permanent Improvements such as 
buildings, road, sewers, and sidewalks. The payments on 
the principal of debt and the payments to sinking funds 
form a separate item called Indebtedness payments, All of 
these which are payments for the town government itself are 
separated fromthe Payments to Other Governmental Divis-. 
ions such as the State, County, Precincts and School 
_ Districts. 

The detailed information in regafd to the payment. 
is given in the “Detailed Statements of Payments” following 
the summary schedule. 

It has been difficult to make up the report according to 
the new form because the old system of bookkeeping is used: 
in Derry. The Tax Commission respectfully recommends 
that the Town of Derry do as Gorham and some of the other 
towns are doing, adopt the uniform method of accounting as 
well as the new form of report. 

Personally, I wish to thank the officers of the Town 
particularly Mr. Coburn and Mr. Bartlett, for their co-opera- 
tion in the re-arrangement of this report.

The Firewards wish to submit to the voters of the Derry 
Fire District the following report for the year ending Feb, 
15th 1916. 

According to the vote of the last annual Fire District 
meeting, the committee appointed, after carefully investigat- 
ing the service given by different makes of auto combination 
machines, purchased a Six Cylinder Triple Combination 
American La France, and the demonstration as well as the 
service given since the machine was accepted, has peen per- 
fectly satisfactory. 

The department has had 41 calls the past year, 20 still 
alarms and 21 bell alarms. 

The total damage to buildings by fire $3795.00 
The total damage to contents by fire 1760.00 
The total fire loss since April 1, 1915 $5555.00 

At the last district meeting the matter of exchanging or 
selling the horses was left in the hands of the firewards, and 
it was our judgement that it would be better to dispose of 
one of the horses, as we had use for only one after installing 
the Auto truck. 

We have provided the men in the department with new 
rubber coats for protection, as the old cloth coats were of — 
very little use and many of them had shrunk from continual 
wetting until they were too small to be used at all. 

The roof and tower of the Engine House need some 
repairing, the gravel roof needs patching and the iron on the 
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sides of the tower has rusted through in several places, and 
will either need to be re-ironed or clapboarded.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The last legislature passed a law making a change in the 
‘local board of health in the tewns of the state. Instead of 
‘the selectmen appointing three local health officers they 
simply recommend one man to the State Board of Health, 
who appoint him to the office for a term of three years. 

This simplifies matters and makes it easier for the 
“State board to kecp in touch with the local board. The 
‘Selectmen are considered a sort of advisory board with the 
cocal board. 

This plan was first adopted by Vermont and has proven 
wery satisfactory. 

{here has been very few complaints of cesspools, etc., 
the past year, the owners generally looking after such matters 
as needed. 

There has been one case of typhoid and one of whoop- | 
ing cough, 20 cases of scarletina, all very mild. 

Some persons have a wrong impression regarding 
assistance during quarantine, thinking they are entitled to all 
they can get out of the town. 

Where as the law says we shail render only such assist- 
ance as we deem wise and necessary. We try to be charit- 
able and just to all as well as fair and honest to the town.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Superintendent 
for the year ending December 31, 1915. 
Karly in the year the old Cunningham boiler was replaced 
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by a new high pressure boiler, insured for 150 pounds work- 
ing pressure. At the same time the boiler which was installed 
in 1906 was reset with an overhanging front and repiped 
throughout with extra heavy pipe. The steam plant is now 
in first class condition. 

The pumping machinery is in as good condition as can be 
expected considering the number of years it has been in use. 

The High street line has been extended from the railroad 
crossing to Ross’s corner, so called, a distance of 3200 feet, 
with six inch cast Iron pipe- ‘Two hydrants have been placed 
on this line, one at the corner of Franklin St, and Folsom Rd. 
and the other at Ross’s Corner. Four services and the Clark 
and Carr farms owned by H. P. Hood & Sons are conneeted 
on this line. 

Twenty-five service pipes have been added and nine 
old ones reJaid with one inch cement lined pipe. 

We have furnished men and supplies for the tree sprayer 
and steam roller the same as last year. 

We have paid all running expenses: $3521.90 for extensions 
$4690.00 interest on bonds; bought five Town of Derry Water 
bonds, $5000.00, and carried $1100.57 over as a nucleus for 
the new year. |

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 
To the Trustees of Derry Public Library: 


The eleventh annual report is herewith presented: 

The library was closed: two and a half weeks in March 
on account of the illness of both the librarian and the assist- 
ant, with this exception the rooms have been open and books 
delivered every week day from 2:30 to 5:00 o’clock and from 
6:00 to 9:00 o’clock. On Saturdays continuously from 2:30 
to 9:00 o’clock. Other duties have occupied the time of the 
librarian from 1 o’clock till the time of opening. 

The scarlet fever epidemic early in the year greatly inter- 
fered with the work of the library during its usual busiest 
months but notwithstanding this, its circulation was larger 
than ever before. 

The work of the assistant is increasing continually; 438 
more books have been repaired by her this past year. Her 
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work has always been most satisfactory. Especially has this 
been true when Mrs. Howe has been in charge of the library 
during my months absence in July and during my illness in 
March. | 

There has been a large number of new applicants for 
ibrary privileges and the number coming for reference or 
study matter increases so that daily much of the librarian’s 
time has to be given to these. To new work has been nuder- 
taken but I hope that next year some new features will be 
introduced, including the picture collection which will be 
especially for school use. 

There is a constant demand for new books which it is 
difficult to fully supply, but I believe that the quality of those 
added during the year has greatly enhanced the real value of 
the library. A new set of Shakespeare has been added, Par- 
ker’s History of Londonderry, and a large proportion of 
practical books and other works of non-fiction; besides the 
best of the new fiction. The semi-annual lists of new books 
have been issued as usual. I have attended during the year 
the state meeting of N. H. Library Association at Manches- 
ter, a Library Institute of the Women’s Club at Derry, and 
two committee meetings as a member of the Executive Board 
of the N. H. L. A. 

The growth of the library may be learned from a com- 
parison of this report with that of 1906, which was the first 
full years’ work reported. At the beginning of that year 
there were 1228 volumes in the library, now there are 5388. 
The first year’s circulation was 16,580, less than half that of 
the past year. The first year and a half 1333 people ap— 
plied for cards. During the past year 2005 cards have been 
used. Hach year there has been an increase reported.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The School Board of the Derry Town District respect- | 
fully submits the following report together with a financial 
statement for the year ending Feb. 15,1916 and an estimate 
for the year ending Feb. 15, 1917. 

Charles W. Cutts was elected superintendent of the Su- 
pervisory District, composed of Londonderry, Derry Specia} 
and Derry Town District, at a salary of $1750, one half of 
which is paid by the state. Out of this salary, Londonderry 
pays $262.50 for three half days, Derry Special pays $87.50, 
and Derry Town District pays $525.00 for the remainder of 
the time. 

Owing to the crowded condition of our school houses 
your committee was obliged to furnish an additional school 
room in the Munieipal Court Room. Although this was not 
adequate to accommodate all of the children between the 
ages of o and 8 years; yet no other suitable school room has 
been available, consequently, the age limit for attending 
school was raised to 6 years, which arrangement we believe 
has not hindered the advancement of any child. 

In the school warrant your committe has asked the Dis- 
trict 10 vote to erect a new school house at a cost of approx— 
imately $25,000, which action seems to us absolutely neces- 
sary. During the past year all the current bills against the 
District have been paid together with a note for the amount 
of $1600 which clears the District of all indebtedness. We 
have asked the District to vote to bond the District in order 
to pay for the erection of a new school house, which method 
seems to us to place the least burden upon the tax payers. 

The amount to be raised in addition to that required by 
law for the ensuing year must be of necessity somewhat. 
larger than that last year and we shall ask the District to 
raise the sum of $9500, also $1750 in addition for interest on 
bonds and to provide a sinking fund if the District so voter. 
The following is the amount required to meet the statutory 
obligations and this report shal] be notice to the selectmen as 
required by law.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Education of Derry Town School District: 


[I submit herewith my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 


The school year was completed in June with the gradua- 
tion of forty-seven from the eighth grade. Most of these 
entered the Academy. 

With the opening of the new year in September, it 
became necessary to provide another sixth grade room. For 
the accommodation of the children living on the West Side, 
a sixth grade was putin the West Side school. This made 
it neceassry to provide a room for the so-called sub-primary 
outside that building. The Court Room was secured for this 
purpose, and, fitted with chairs and tables, it has served very 
well. So many, however, applied for admission that all 
could net be accommodated in this room. No other recom 
suitable for the purpose was available, and after carefully 
canvassing the situation, it was decided to exclude all who 
would enter under six years of age. The rest being redis— 
tributed were comfortably accommodated. It was felt that 
this could be done without endangering in any 7 the educa- 
tional interests of the children. 

With one or two exceptions, all of the rooms in the Oak 
St. and West Side buildings are full. Several have more 
pupils than permanent sittings. This is particularly true of 
the seventh grade room, where the membership has been as 
high as 57 atone time. As no time has it been less than 53, 
‘For the sixteen rooms in this village, the average has been 
amore than 40 to a room, and about 40 between 5 and 
6 years old were excluded. The census. revealed 
as many more between the ages of 5 and 8 who did 


- 
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not apply for admission. We are facing this situation. 
There must be another seventh grade next year, also another 
second grade, and atleast one or more first. grade rooms. 
These with the school now held in the Court Room will 
require four more rooms than are contained in the two build- 
ings we now have. It is apparent that we must have 
additional room. 

A new building is urgently needed, and it will be wise 
when building to plan somewhat for the future. The town is 
growing, and furthermore our work must expand. If we are 
to meet the needs of the community at all adequately, we must 
provide training along practical lines. Cooking and sewing 
can very easily be made profitable for the girls in the uppey 
grades, and carpentry, cabinet-making, or other good manual 
work, for the boys. Not only can practical knowledge and 
skill be acquired by the use of these subjects, but with many 
pupils they serve general educational ends better than the 
ordinary subjects to which we devote so much time. It will 
‘be well to build with these things in mind. 

We must also soon meet the proposition of a longer school 
year. ‘Thirty-six weeks give rather limited time in which to 
do each year’s work, and at the same time the remaining six- 
teen weeks make altogether too much time for children to be 
out of school, particularly if they are allowed to roam the 
streets and seek amusement wherever they please. Much of 
the work of the schools is defeated by the influence of the 
street and the laxity of homecontrol. A large part of the re 
tardation in our schools is due to this very thing. 

Since it was necessary this year to raise the age limit of 
admission to six, it may be an opportune time to make that a 
permanent arrangement. We have been giving nine years 
time to do an eight grade course of elementary work. This 
was necessary because children were admitted too young to 
de forma! school work successfully, consequently it generally 
required two years to do the first grade. Wherever the eight- 
grade system is used, itis usual to raise the entering age to 
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six or approaching that. It has been costing approximately 
$1000 a year to maintain two so-called subprimary rooms 
without any appreciable gain educationally to the children, 
This was because they were admitted too voung to de success- 
fully formal school work. if we can afford to continue to do 
this, it will doubtless be appreciated by those who would like 
to have their children enter at the earlier age. 

Several changes in the teaching force have occurred. Miss 
Arnold of the seventh grade, and Miss Winn of the West Side 
sub-primary were offered better paying positions,and resigned. 
Early in the Fall, Mr, Davis, Principal in the Oak St. school, 
was elected to a principalship in Woburn, Mass. These were 
among our strong teachers, and their departure was a distinct 
loss to our teaching force. We have been fortunate, however, 
in fillmg their places. 

I feel that I should suggest again the desirability of 
increasing the pay of the teachers. We are fortunate in 
having excellent teachers that we are holding because of other 
considerations than pay. Many of our teachers could readily 
get more pay elsewhere. The present salary schedule for the 
shoit school year gives a teacher no more than enough to 
barely meet her living expenses. I would suggest the advis- 
ibility of increasing the maximum salary one dollar a week: 
I believe this would be an act of justice to the teachers 
and would result in promoting the well being of the schools. 

Several of the rural schools need considerable attention. 
New furniture and equipment is needed 1n some of them. A 
little has been done each year in this direction,and by con- 
tinuing this policy all the schools may be in time put in sat- 
jsfactory condition. The most serious question still remains, 
as it always has been, that of proper sanitation. It is some- 
what difficult to properly heat and ventilate the rooms. A 
little care, however,in these matters may easily improve them. 
A jacketed stove with necessary ventilating arrangement has 
been put into the building in district No. 4, ard seems to be 
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working very satisfactorily. It may be too soon to conclude 
that similar arrangements should be installed in each of our 
one-room buildings. The toilet arrangements of the district 
schools are exceedingly unsatisfactory. Particularly is this 
the case at No.6, Here something should be doneright away 
to relieve the situation. While it costs very much more to 
educate a child in one of the district schools than in the 
graded schools, yet these schools must be maintained, and we 
should spare no expense in the effort to conserve the health 


and morals of the children. 
In a former report I referred to the need of an evening 


school in Derry for the benefit of our adult foreign popula- 
tion. My attention has been called to the matter again, and 
I am convinced that much good may be done by providing an 
Opportunity for the adultforeigner to gain some knowledge 
of the English language, even if it has to be done by a scheme 
that shall be largely self-supporting. What can be done in 
this direction may not make the foreign-born citizen a more 
efficient wage earner, but it may tend to make him a better 


citizen. 
Iam glad to report that through the activity of the 


Derry Parent-Teacher Association free dental inspection is 
to be provided. In this connection, I would suggest that in 
the event that medical inspection be not adopted at the next 
annual meeting a system of testing the eyes and ears of all 
the pupils be at once installed. This can be done by the 
regular teachers. If medical inspection is adopted, this 


matter will be provided for. 
The following table of statistics fora number of years 


may be convenient for comparison. The figures given under 
1916 are for the Fallterm of the present school year, and 
will be somewhat different for the entire year.

The general work of the schools has been ina large 
degree satisfactory. A new course of study is soon to be 
sent out by the State Department, and it is hoped that this 
will be an inspiration to more efficient endeavor, and so bring 
about even more successful results. I wish to express my 
appreciation of the work being done by the Art Committee of 
the Derry Woman’s Club under the leadership of Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy. Some exceedingly helpful instruction in Art has 
been given in the upper grades. 

The financial accounts are given in a form suggested by 
the State Tax Commission. The temporary loans are included 
and consequently both the receipts and payments are increased 
by just so much. Usually the temporary loans have been 
omitted as not properly belonging in the schoo] payments. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the Board 
for hearty support, the parents and pupils for cooperation 
and many evidences of good will, and che teachers for their 
splendid loyalty and faithful endeavor.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
To the Board of Education of Derry Special District No. 2 


I herewith submit my annual report on the progress and 
condition of the schools. 

One year ago Miss Whipple, the principal of the Gram- 
mar room, resigned to take up other work. Miss Alice B, 
Ide wassecured to succeed Miss Whipple, and has proved an 
excellent teacher. 

The year was completed in June with the graduation of 
a small class from the Eighth grade, the members of which 
all entered the Academy. ‘The school reopened in Septem- 
ber with somewhat larger registration in both rooms, and the 
number in the Grammar room has increased since because of 
families moving into the Village. It has been necessary to 
put in additional desks in the Grammar room, and the Pri- 
mary room is practically full. The schools are now larger 
than ever before, and for this reason it became necessary early 
in the present school year to refuse to admit any tuition 
pupils. 

The work for the year is being very satisfactorily done 
Excellent progress is beihg made. A splendid spirit prevails. 
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There is every indication of a most successful school year. 

The following facts were reported to the State Depart- 
ment for the year ending in June: 

Total enrollment, 57; average membership, 50.56; average 
attendance, 47.67; per cent of attendance, 94.28. 

The corresponding facts for the Fall term of the present 
year are: Total enrollment, 68, average membership, 67.05; 
average attendance, 63.33; per cent of attendance, 94.45: 
Thirteen were reported as not absent or tardy for that term. 
For the year ending in June three were on the Roll of Honor 
namely, Elmer Dewing, Reta Gilman, Roland Ranney. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the School Board for 
fullest cooperation in all matters pertaining to the schools.
